UNO becomes hotspot 
with wireless Internet

“You have now entered 
a wireless zone,” says a sign 
welcoming students to the 
University Library. 

The library is just one of 
many places on campus with free 
wireless Internet access available 
for use by UNO students 
equipped with a notebook 
computer and a proper network 


| adapter. 
| In addition to the University 
| Library, the Peter Kiewit 


| Institute, Kayser Hall and a 
| few of the smaller buildings 
| in the southwest corner of 
/ campus currently have full 


wireless coverage, according to 
Information Technology Services 
documentation. 

“We have been putting 
the base infrastructure in our 
buildings,” said ITS Director 
of Information Infrastructure 
Steven Lendt. “In the last year, 
between PKI and north campus, 
we have put in 23 additional 
wireless units.” 

The next phase, according 
to Lendt, is to add additional 
wireless access points to increase 
coverage around denser areas of 
classrooms, such as in the Arts 
and Sciences Hall. 

Funding for new access 
points comes in part from 
student technology fees and 
general funding by the Office 
of Academic Affairs. Campus 
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work done installing new access 
points has been done by regular 
ITS staff, to reduce the costs 
associated with contracting. 

Expanding wireless services 
is a double-edged sword, 
however. While some students 
utilize the service to supplement 
their classroom. activities, other 
students play games or check 
e-mail during class. 

“We really haven't gotten 
any reports about it being a 
problem in class,” Lendt said. 
He went on to say the problem 
of keeping students engaged is 
not created by new technology, 
and said that most people were 
“taking it in stride.” 

Despite the new access 
points, some students are still 
unhappy about the rate of 


“ld have to say it’s 
intermittent at best. Not that 
that the hotspots aren’t always 
up, because they are, but that 
you cannot get wireless service 
everywhere and it’s actually 
gotten worse since last year,” 
said computer science major 
Sarah Edwards. “I know for 
a fact that I used to be able to 
get wireless on the second floor 
of [the Durham. Science Center], 
whereas I no longer do, even 
with the same computer and 
card.” 

In order to access the 
campus wireless network, 
students need a wireless device, 
such as a laptop computer or 
personal digital assistant, with 
an IEEE 802.11(b)-compliant 
wireless network adapter. Since 
802.11(b) is an older standard,

“It was a quick process, definitely a 
challenge for every actor,” said UNO student 
Aaron Michael Gomez, who was cast as 
Mullah Aftar Ali Duranni, a Taliban Minister. 
“We developed accents and spoke languages 
we had not heard, let alone spoken.” 

In addition to cast member Abdul Qadir 
Khan, Shaista Wahab and Munira Amini 
worked with the cast as Dari and Pashtun 
language coaches. 

The play spans two continents, from a 
sitting room in Oakland, California to Kabul, 
Afghanistan in the midst of the American 
bombardment of suspected terrorist camps 
in August of 1998. 

The play opens with “Homebody”, a 
monologue set in an Oakland, California 
sitting room. Char Willoughby, who received 
her Master’s. Degree from UNO in 2001 
and is now an instructor in the costume 


shop, shines as her character reads from her 


outdated guidebook to Kabul and muses on 
the dreaminess of it all. 

She fixes on her relationships with her 
husband and daughter, and returns in her 
mind’s eye to Kabul, a place she describes 
equally in terms of beauty and devastation 
and ties it all together with an excursion to 
buy the perfect party hats. 

The second portion, “Kabul”, picks 
up a few days later in 
Kabul, where it seems the 
Homebody has run off 
to. Her husband, Milton 
(UNO Professor of Theatre 
Arts, Doug Paterson) and 
daughter, Priscilla(Shannon 
Jackson) have come to find 
her, unsure of whether or 
not she still lived at all. 


Each of these Americans remembered to 
pack their own personal baggage for the 
journey. 

While in Kabul, they encounter several 
people, each with their own story and vision 
of Afghanistan. A Takij poet, an American 
Relief worker, a Taliban minister and 
Afghanis whose lives have been oppressed 
and forced to change with the changing 
political climates, each with a simultaneous 
love and sense of loss or despair with 
Kabul. 

“Since doing this, I have a better 
understanding of what’s going on in their 
minds and religion, what it’s like to be an 
American there. How Kushner has them, 
they have so much pride. They’d die for 
anything (construed as an insult),” Gomez 
said. 

The casting of the show features an 
interesting aside, one of the cast members, 
Qadir Khan, is of Afghanistan descent. 

“For me, being an Afghani, I was a little 
worried. Depending on the director the play 
can be taken as Afghani- bashing or very 
open-minded,” Khan said. “After the first 
or second rehearsal, I realized Sonali had 
an open- minded view and presented the 
situation fairly. I think the way we've put 
it together gives an accurate feeling of both 
sides.” 
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Joe Koll, who plays 
the American relief worker, 
on what he expects the 
show to elicit from the 
audience,:“It will be more 
of an emotional response- 
events of September 11, 
what people have learned 
or not learned, the reaction 
we went through, we heard 
it all, we saw the news, read 
the articles. Now... later is 
when it can be driven home. 
Do we still truly remember? 
Did or do we know what it 
feels like to look at the other 
side of the story- maybe now 
is a more practical time to try 
and teach people the other 
side.” 

Jackson added, “I hope 
when it’s over people feel 
something for them, the 
Americanseven the Mullah... 
I hope they can see where he 
is coming from.”

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McCaslin’s defense ready to put a halt to 
South Dakota Coyotes’ offensive power

It has been nearly two weeks 
since UNO’s defense clashed 
helmets with Central Washington, 
and now the Mavericks are ready 
to make a statement on the road 
against North Central Conference 
foe South Dakota. 

Traveling to the Dakota Dome 
to play against a high-octane 
offense such as USD won't be 
an easy task, especially since the 
Coyotes lead the nation in total 
and scoring offense. South Dakota 
has racked up 636.8 yards per game and 
averaged 60 points for 34 touchdowns so 
far this season. 

“South Dakota’s offense is really 
impressive and they do a great job,” 
said UNO defensive coordinator Brad 
McCaslin. “Their offense can do a lot of 
things to opposing defenses and they are 
very creative with the types of schemes 
they do, creating big plays.”

UNO beat 
then-ranked No. 5 
Northwest Missouri 
State 28-23 at home 
on Sept. 3. 

South Dakota 
annihilated its first three opponents of 
the season, but won its last game at 
Colorado Mines 44-41, with a 33-yard 
field goal in overtime. In UNO’s 28-21 
victory over Central Washington, the 
Maverick’s defense gave up 305 yards 
for two touchdowns and the game came 
down to the last six seconds in the fourth 
quarter. If that type of performance 
happens again tomorrow against the 


a long day in Vermillion. 

USD’s senior signal-caller Wes 
Beschorner is the only quarterback who 
has passed for 1,000 yards this season. 
He leads the conference in passing 
yards per game, averaging 260.8 for 16 
touchdowns. 

But McCaslin isn’t concerned about 
South Dakota’s passing attack; he’s 
more worried about shutting down the 
Coyote’s two-time, 1,000-yard rusher 
Stefan Logan. The junior tailback 
currently leads the NCC in rushing yards 
and has already rushed for 655 yards 
and a career-high six touchdowns so far 
this season. He also shared the NCC co- 
offensive player of the week honors with 
UNO senior tailback Jamar Day during 
the second week of the season. 

“The first thing we got to do is 
stop their running game,” McCaslin said. 
“They got an excellent running back and 
he’ll be a challenge. If we can slow him 
down and not give up any big plays, we 
might be in this ball game.” 

McCaslin wants to put South Dakota 


Beschorner tries to throw the ball, he 
wants UNO’s front seven to be right 
in his face. The Maverick’s top three 
linebackers, Bobby Danenhauer, Kenny 
and Taiwou Onatolu, will be ready for the 
challenge. The trio has already accounted 
for 75 tackles and five sacks this season. 

USD Head Coach Ed Meierkort is 
in his second year coaching the Coyotes 
and is still looking for his first win over 
UNO. UNO is 8-4 at the Dakota Dome 
and hasn't lost to the Coyotes in the past 
eight meetings. 

“USD is the only NCC team that I 
haven't experienced a loss to and I don’t 


want to start now,” McCaslin said. 


South Dakota’s offense has gotten off 
to some fast starts and outscored its last 
four opponents 154-30 in the first half. 

“We've got to come out and take it 
to them early on and not let them gain 
any confidence,” said Kenny Onatolu. 
“We're going to be physical and hit them 
hard because I don’t think their team has 
really been challenged.”
